BACKG ROUND? 


You will recall that Air Intelligence has previously 
Kept the Rureau advised regarding developments pertaining to Air 
Intelligence research on the flying saucer problem. Air Intelligence 
has previously advised that all research pertaining to this problem 
is handled by the Air Technical Intelligence Center located at 
Wright-Patterson Air_Force Base, Dayton, Ohio; that approrimately 
90 per cent of the reported sightings of flying saucers can be 
discounted as products of the tmagination and as ervlainable objects 
such as weather balloons, etce, dbut that a small percentage of 
extremely creditable sightings have been unerplainable. 


DETAILS: 


Colonel C. Me Young, Erecutive Officer to Major General 
John As Sanford, Director of Intelligence, Air Force, advised on 
October.23, 1952, that another recent extremely creditable sighting 
had been reported to Air Intelligence. A. Navy photographer, while 
traveling across the United States in his own car, saw a number of 
objects _in the sky which appeared to be flying saucers. He took 
approrimately thirty-five feet of motion-picture film of these 
objects. He voluntarily submitted the fiim to Air Intelligence who 
had it studieg by the Air Technical Intelligence Center. Experts 
at the Air Tethnical_Intelligence Center have advised that, after 
careful study, there were as many as twelve to sixteen flying objects 
recorded on_ this film; that the possibility of weather balloons, 
clouds or other erplainable objects has been completely ruled out; 
and that they are at a complete loss to ezplain this most recent 
creditable sighting. The Air Technical Intelligence Center experts 
pointed out that they could not be optical illusions inasmuch as

When the recent publicity 
regarding flying saucers appeared tn newspapers, @EMR renewed 
his interest tn flying saucers and attempted to bring his 
article up to date. He contacted ur. Chop for further current 
information. Hr. Chop advised that he gave Lang some routine fs 
items of interest regarding flying saucer complaints and 
investigations by the Atr Force, but that he instructed 
not to contact the Air Technical Intelligence Center for further 
informatton from that source. Mr. Chop also advised that at 
no time was the FBI mentioned and that he has no idea where 

obtatned the information appearing tin his article concerning 
FBI tnvestigations. Mr. Chop advised that he ts thoroughly 
familiar with Bureau policy pertaining to flying saucer investt= 
gations,;and that he at no time has indicated to any writer or 
newspaper representative that the FBI conducts investigations 
pertaining to flying saucers. Mr. Chop adutsed thaty if the 
Bureau desires, he would be glad to contact qi to discreetly 
determine wher ein obtained his information indicating that the 


_ FBI conducts investigations pertaining to flying saucers. He

The following information concerning Air Force investigations of unusual 
aerial phenomena is eubmitted in answer to your request, 


In the Fall of 1947 the United States Air Force took official notice of 
reports of so-called “flying saucers” becanse the reports from the publio 
indicated that the problem might be related ta the Air Force responsiblility for 
the air defense of the United States. 


On Decembor 30, 19k7 the Air Force dtrected its Afr Materiel Command, at 
Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, Dayton, Ohio, to set up a project to collect and 
evaluate all available facts concerning "flying saucer” sightings. 


To perform this task the Air Materiel Command obtained the services of 
civilian and military estronomers, psychologists, electronic specialists, 
meteorologists, aeronautical engineors, and physicists. 


On December 27, 1949, after 375 reported sightings had been investigated, the 
Air Force, with ths concurrence of the Army and the Navy, announced the findings 
of the “flying saucer" project. 


The evidence at that time indicated that the majority ofthe reports of 
unidentified flying objects could be accounted for aa misinterpretatieng of 
various conventional objecta, a mild form of hysteria, meteorologiaal phenomena, 
light aberrations, or bosxes, 


There remained, however, a number of unexploined sightings, and the Alr 
Force has continued its investigations inasmuch as it is an Air Force responsi- 
bility to identify and analyze aerial phonomena that could possibly be a menace 
to the United States. 


Subsequent to December 1949, these inveatigations have been conducted as 


a normal intelligence function, rather than a special project, by the Air 
Technical Intelligence Center, Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, Payton, Qhio. 
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To date, the Air Force has undertaken to investigate and analyze about 


1500 reports dealing with these phenomena. As before, most of the rcports vere 


identified and disposed of as friendly aircraft erroneously reported, known 
electronic and meteorological phenomena, light aberrations, hoaxes, and other 
known natural occurrences or man-made objects, 


The unexplained reports, however, which are in the order of 20 percent of 
the total, cannot be definitely associated with these familiar things. 


Difficulty in Evaluating Reports 


Tne difficulty in disposing of these unexplained reports ia based largely 
upon the insufficiency of accurate basic data such as size, shape, composition 


and flight characteristice (speed, acceleration, altitude, exact maneuver pattern, 


etc.) of the objects. 


Although some instruments which are useful in obtaining more accurate data 


ef this type have been available, the reports based on sightings with theae 


instruments have been very infrequent and comprise an extremely small percentage 


of the total, Moreover, oven these reports have not included much of the 
information required. 


Because of tho inadequacy of this basic data, the Air Force has in the past 
devoted its efforts primarily to determining whether these unexplained sightings 


indicated the existence of a menace to the United States, Initially it wae 
believed thet some pattern might evolve from the study of a large volume of 
reports. To date, no pattern has materialized to reveal anything whatsoever 


which can be interpreted as indicative of purpose or consistency or which can be 
construed as a menace to the United States. Nonetheless, since these unexplained 


sightings persist, the Air Force will continue its investigations, giving the 
problem adequate but not frantic attontion. 


It {8 now felt, however, that reporte from people whose training and 
experience in observing acrial objects qualify them to obtain essontial data 
are the only ones likely to produce material suitable for systematic analysis. 
The Air Force ia planning to provido additional tools to help these observers 
obtein the basic data it needs. 


Reports of similar phenomena go back to Biblical times, There have been 
flurrics of them in various centurios, The current serics of sightings began 
generally in 1946, 


There aro many reasons why the volume of these reports has increascd 
materially during tho past fow years. Aerial activity originated by man has 
increased, and poople today have a greater curiosity about thia activity than 
pefore. Also, our prescnt officiont communication facilitios and news media 
provide an incentive for reporting unusual observations, for publicizing thom 


and for recording them. However, the ability to meaeuro these phenomona doce — 


not acem to have advanced in stop with opportunitics for observing them. Tho 
_Air Force belicves that moat of these phenomena will gradually be understood 
es more is known about occurrences in the upper atmosphore. 
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Source of Reports 


The majority of reports of serial phonomona have come from civilians. About 
8 percent come from civil airlines ptlots, while approximately 25 percent aro 
reported by military peraonnol. Reports have been received also from hignly 
Qualified scientists, Although primary eignificance is attached to reporve from — 
qualified observers, there is no intention to discredit untrained observe.s. 


Tne Air Force has received many reports of umgual imagos on radar acopos. 
Tt is fairly well catabliahed that some of thesc images are ground objects 
reflected from a layor of warm air above the carth (a temporature inversion). 


Tompsrature inversion reflections can givo a return on a radar scope that 
is as sharp as that received from an aircraft, Spoced ranges of theso returns 


are roportedly from zero to fantastic spoods. The “objccte" aleo appear to move 
in all directions, 

Such radar sightings have resulted in hundreds of fruitless intercept 
efforts, 


One sciontific theory holds that light can be similarly reflected from a 
layer of warm eir abovo the earth and, if proven to be correct, this could 
account for some visual sightings. 


Bearing out the theory of tomperaturo inversion reflection is an incident 
which occurred in January 1951 near Oakridgo, Tenncssco. Two Air Force aircraft 
attenpted to intercept an unidentified “objoct"” and actuclly established a radar 
"lock" on the object. Their altitudo at the time was 7,000 fect. The unidentifier 
object, according to their radar, cppoarcd to be at an clevation of ton to 25 
degreea. Three posses were made in an attempt to close on the objoct. In cach 
instance the pilots reported thet thoir radar led them first upward and thon 
down toward o apecific point on the ground. 


Tonized clouds are believed to bo the causo of some unidontificd radar 
returns. Thunderstorm activity ia idontifiable by radar, and radar is used for 
the purpose of avoiding thunderstorms, In addition, radar hae picked up many 
objects first reported ao "unidentifiod phenomena" which were lator identified 
es aircraft, birds, balloons, ice formations in the oir, or othor Imown serial 
objocts or manifcetations, 
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Policy Regarding Attemptod Intorcoption 


No orders have been issued by the Alr Defenso Command to ite fightor units 
4o fire on unidentified aerial phenomena. fhe Air Defonse Command is charged 
with air dofense of the Unitod States, and its mission is to attack anything 
airborne which 409 kmown or appoats to be hoctile, Thio chould not bo intorproted 


to moan that our pliote will firo haphorardly on anything that flies, 
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Attempts at intcrecption arc not made cvory tine that ur. ucntificd innges 
appoar bricfly on an Air Force radar ecope. Current Air Forec intercoptora aro 
Bhort-range, short-duration, high-spocd aircraft and cen be employed mont 
offoctively whon it fo posaiblo to track a target by vinual or radar means 
65 that its position in the air at eomo futuro time my be predictod with a 
reasonzblo dogroo of accuracy. 


Methods of Evilusting 

The first ctcp in evaluating sichtings of unugual acrial phcnoncne is to 
collect all evcilable deta and check it against sown airborne objccts such es 
balloons, aircreft, miosiles, motcors, and weathor phenoncna, If still unoxplained, 
reports from relicble sources, vith eifficiont details, arc turncd over to 
Bpeciclistsa in various scicntific fielda for further anclysis. 


Futuro Plans for Fyaluating 


As ateted enriier, there is 2 necd for noes reports from trained obsorvers 
woing adequate cquipment. The Air Force intends to implercnt ite present study 
with instmusnto wherever possible, 


The recont dovelepmant of special photographic equipment may make it possible 
to gether data hithcrts unobtainablo through ordinary photographic methods. This 
equipment consists of a Mffraction grating camera which sepsrateo licht into ita 
component parts (spectrum) and registers then on film, The principle involvod is 
thet usod by astronomers in dotcrmining the composition of tho stars. In this 
menner Air Force sciontiots ray be able to dctcrminc the chaructorlatico of the 
phononen? and subsequently identify the source. 


Another proposal involves the use of a continuously operating Schmict 
telescope cquipped with 2 cancrea. This telescope has 2 wide aperture lena ond 
4s capable of covering cs cone of 150 dcgrecs or neorly the whole sky from horizon 
to horizon. This equipmont will mke it possibic to gct on ao serics of photo- 
graphic platos a completo record of whit happens in the sky ct nicht. 


What "S2ucera" Aro Not 


The Air Force hra statca in the past, end roaffirms at the present tims, thet 
theao unidentificd ucrirl phenomem ere not 2 sceret weapon, missilo or aircraft, 
dcvclopod by the United Statcs. None of the three militcry dcpartmcnts nor any 
other ogoncy in the goverment is conducting experinento, clapsificd or otherwiso, 
with flying objects which ¢coulé be = baeie for the reported phenomena, As for ss

with such problems as the devclop- 
ment of guided niissiles and supersonic 
craft, the rigging up of radar networks, 
and its controversy with the Navy over 
unification, found itself confronted by 
another, gud completely different, head- 
ache fivine saucer. People im every 
section Bro the country were secing 
strange objects that streaked across the 
sky at tremendous speeds, and while 
these people, who inchided such prac- 
ticed students of the heavens as aire 
plane pilots, farmers, and the Licutenant 
Governor of Idaho, were net able tn 
identify the things they had seen, they 
were able to deseribe them vividly sind 
unforgettably. The newspapers called 
the first of these mysterious objcety a 
flying saucer, taking ther cue from the 
man avhe reported living seen it and 
whe described it ay samcertike, ane che 
name stuck, althoush dater people re- 
ported seeing things that looked like fly - 
ing chromium hubcaps, flying dimes, 
flying teardrops, fying gashzhts, flying 
ice-cream cones, and flying pic plates.

Toward 
daybreak, ten peculiar pips were counted 
sunultanceusly on Barnes’ screen. 
“There is no other conclusion I can 
reach but that for six hours on the 
marning of the twentieth of July there 
were at least ten unidentifiable objects 
maving above Washington,” Barnes 
wrote. ““Phey were not ordinary air- 
esaft....

No oweek Jater, at 9:08 pam. on 
July 26th, the Air Route ‘Traffic Con- 
wol Center’s radarscope again showed 
unidentifiable objects aver Washing- 
ton. Se did che sereen at the Andrews 
At Force Base, just outside the capi- 
il, “Pwo jet interceptors, capable af 
doing six hutndred miles an hour, 
were dispatched from a base near New 
Casth, Delaware, to investigate. When 
the interceptors appeared ‘on the radar- 
scopes, they were guided toward the 
vbjects. One of the pitots sighted 
four lights approximately ten miles 
in front of his plane and slightly above 
it, but they vanished while he was 
trying © overtake them. Twenty 
minutes later, he saw “a steady white 
light,” but within a minute it, too, 
disappeared. “We have no evidence 
they were flying saucers,” an Air Force 
representative said later. “Conversely, 
we have no evidence they were not 
flying saucers, We don’t know what 
they were,” 

As a gesult of these two incidents, 
merticularly ¢he one invedving the inter« 
ceplary, public agitation reached a new 
height. Phe Air Force was bunharded 
with hundreds of ketters, telephone calls, 
and telegrams demanding information 
and offering advice, Onc of the smaller 
airlines supplied its crews with cameras 
and ordered them to photograph any 
saucers they encountered. A civilian 
wrote te the Air Force that he would 
Jet it in on “the secret” in return for a 
coloncley, A Los Angeles pastor wrote

saucers. “The General was reminded 
that many of the people who had told of 
secing the most spectacular things were 
considered the most reliable. He replied 
that he had nu intention of discrediung 
them, but the fact remained that nance 
of them had offered data of the kind a 
scientist would find useful. An Air 
Force officer whom Gencral Sam- 
ford personally knew to be a com- 
petent witness had told him of secing 
a saucer in the Middle East. This 
man, too, had been unable to obtain ace 
curate measurements. “We have many 
reports from credible observers of in- 
credible things,” the General remarked, 

Like General Muorc, his predecessor 
in Project Saucer days, General Sam- 
ford denied that the Air Force was at- 
tempting to cover up secret experiments. 
When he was asked if the saucers might 
be the guided missiles of a farcign coun- 
try, he replied that he didn’t see how, on 
the basis of their weird performances, 
they could he untess “semeone” had 
achieved a mestas of developing unlin- 
ited power—“power of such fantastic 
hizher limits that itis a theorctical un- 
Jimited; it’s not anything that we can 
understand” —-gnd utilizing it under 
conditions in which no mass is involved. 
As for the litter, the General told the 
press, drawing a Jaugh, “You know, 
what ‘na mass’ means is that there's 
nothing there.” 


HILE General Samford's inter- 

view probably reassured the pub- 
lic as evidence that the Air Force was 
still on the job, it did nothing ta lessen 
the nation’s saucer-consciousness. The 
reporters had hardly thanked the Gen- 
cral for his comments when, on Au- 
wust Ist, a Coast Guard photographer 
produced a picture showing four bizarre 
lights burning brilliantly in a daylight 
sky.
